THE $17,000 CONSPIRACY CASE. 


REGINA (WONG MING LEONG) ¥, CHUN SHUN 
YEE AND OTHERS, 


In this cose Chun Shun Yeo, Tam Yow 
Tong, Ho Chin Tim, and Chun Fan are 
charged with conspiracy. The two first 
named are before the Court ; the other two 
arein Chins. They are charged under s 
sworn information with conspiring to cheat 
and defraud the complainant by inducing, 
by false pretences, his aon a youth of 19 
years of age, to sign a promissory note in 
favour of thd firat prisoner for $17,000. 

The case was before the Court yesterday, 
whon after a long discussion between Mr 
Broreton (who appeared for the pro- 
secution) and the Magistrate (Mr Creagh), 
the case was adjourned till 2.80. on Satur- 
day, the defendant, Chun Shan Yeo, being 
admitted to bail in two sureties of $4,000, 
and the second prisoner in two surities of 
$2,000 each, It now came on, by consent, 
before Mr Planket. 

Mr Haylar, instructed by Mr Brereton, 
appeared for the prosecution; and Mr 
Dennys appeared for the first prisoner. 

The case had been adjourned from yes- 
terday until Saturday, and had been brought 
on, instead, this afternoon on-the under- 
standing that the present time wouldbe more 
suitable to all parties. Mr Ng Achoy, who 
defends the second prisoner, now, however, 
wrote to say that he was engaged in another 
case, in public business in the Supreme 
Court, and asking that the. case be post- 
poned to another day. : . 


Mr Dennys, if the case were to be post- 
poned, had to ask that the bail fixed for his 
client should be reduced. The bail when 
the prisoners: were first brought up on 
warrant ‘was fixed at $17,000, simply bo- 
cause, he presumed, the charge was one of 
having conspired to defraud somebody of the 
sumof$17,000. Yesterday, whenthecase was 
before Mr Creagh, he (Mr Dennys) being 
then engaged in the Supreme Court, the 
bail was reduced by consent to $8,000, two 
sureties. in $4,000 each. “But this was a 
very large gum to bo fixed as bail, and 
although earnest attempts had been made 
to raise sureties to this amount his client 
had been unable te obtain bail to such an 
‘amount. He directed ihe attention of the 
Court ‘to the fact that mo money what- 
ever had been recovered, by his client or by 
anybody else, on the p pon note in 
respect of. which these! proceedings had 
been instituted..

Ho gave thia man, the first pri- 
soner, his promissory note, which was 
worthless, for $17,000; the first prisoner 
“gave the youth his promissory note for 
$13,600, which note. was also worthless. 
No money had been obtained on the note, 
and he thought $4600 was sufficiont surety 
under the cirewmstances. The complainant, 
the boy, had been as bad as the defendant. 

Mr Hayllar said the boy's father against 
whom the conspiracy was formed was the 
complainant. He was here now. - All his 
_property had been seized by the authorities; 
which was the first intimation he had of the 
claim against him. 


Mr Dennys said the boy was one of the 


conspirators ; he had gone to the office of 
the British Consul at Canton and had said 
that the money was due and that it should 
be paid. 

“Mr Brereton: He wont with the firet 
prisoner. : 

Mr Plunket : It’s o strange case. 

Mr Dennys: It's a thoroughly Chinese 
case. I say, admitting thore has boon a 
conspiracy it certainly has not been be- 
tween those two men at the bar. I should 
like it definitely oxplained who is the com- 
plainant. There is no affidavit by the boy's 
father. ; 

Mr Hayllar said the boy's father was the 
complainant; he was here now, and was 
ready to go on with the case. . 

The Magistrate said that did not appear 
from the papers before-him. He did not 
desire to go on with the caso; he had only 
consented to take it up as a favour., Mr 
Ng Achoy not being able ‘to ‘bo here the 
ease would be adjourned to a timo that 
would suit all parties. Mr Creagh, having 


-fixed the bail, the application for the do- 


crease of the amount of bail should-be made 
to him. . He should not like to interfere in 
tho matter of bail in the case which was 
entirely one of Mr Creagh’s. 

Mr Creagh being sent for, it was agreed 
after some conversation, to allow the first 
defendant opt on $4000 (instead of $8,000), 
that is reducing his bailto the same as that 
of the second defendant, and to adjourn 
the case till 10.80 to morrow. . If, not 
finished before 2.80 (the hour at which the 
City Hall meeting takes place) it will be 
further adjourned at the request of Mr 
Dennys. / : 

Mr K. Bramjeo Mehta, .a Parseo broker, 
some four months ago, engaged four chair. 
coolies to carry him daily from half-past 
soven in the morning till half-past five in 
the afternoon. Oo Tuesday last he went 
into a house in Bonham Strand leaving his 
coolies outside ; thia was shortly before five 
o'clock; when he came out he told his 
coolies to follow him, when they refused 
and walked off with the chair, leaving tho 
broker to got home aa best he could. The 
coolies went to Mr Mehta’s housa next 
morning and demanded to be pald off, 
having had at this time reeeived $2 each 
of thefr wages in advance. Mr Mehta told 
them to come again at 12 o'clock, and he 
would pay them and discharge them 
from his service. They followed him 
end demanded their money at once, 
which he refused to give to them. 
At twelve o'clock, when the coolies came to 
be paid off, Mr Mehta told them they must 
wait an hour or 60, a8 his compradore was 
out, when they crowded round him, mak. 
ing a noise, one of the ocoolics raising his 
hand in a threatening manner, es if to 
strike him. Mr Mehta raised his hand to 
ward off the blow and struck the. coolio on 
the forehead without intending to do so; 
the coolie and his comrades made off to the 
Police Station to make a charge and wore 
followed by. Mr Mehta and given in cus: 
tody ; according to bia (Mr Mehtu’e) calcu: 
lation be owes them, up to the timo of

accept the above sum, aud Mehta, acting 
‘onthe advice of His Worship, agreed to.
